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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that there is no reasonable expectaion of success, however Moon teaches analying the screen brightness and 
determining a gamma curve. That same analysis can be transferred to Ha's device and with reasonable experimentation modified to 
determine the best gamma curve based upon both ambient light and grey-scale levels of the display. Applicant also questions the 
motivation of the combination, which was mention in the office action rejection of claim 1 as improving the contrast of the display as stated 
by Moon. 

Concerning applicant's arguments against the rejetion of claim 5 regarding there being no reason anyone would be motivated to go from a 
proportional control VIN to a "surplus, expansive, inaccurate mutliple gamma voltage generators" system, the Examiner would like to note 
that is the system the applicant uses and thus all these problems would exist in the applicant's device. Examiner may agree that having 
Ha's device may have its downsides, however it has it advantages in that its more reliable and less prone to error similar to the difference 
between analog and digital. 
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
